'■pIIE curriculum of these schools in- 
volves study of such technicali- 


ties as the laws of search and arrest, 
rudiments of evidence, rights of citi- 
zens and preparation of cases for 
prosecution. Again, let us call Mr. 
Burns as witness: . 

"In these schools are taught not 
only the elementary features, but men 
are taught how to become handwrit- 
ing experts, experts ln typewriting, 
shadowing, taught methods of pro- 
cedure in taking up for Investigation 
Important cases, taught how to locate 
missing persons and the various 
methods of looatlng fugitives from 
justice.” 

Keen law students, alert members of 
the bar. specialists In many lines are 
conspicuous among those who are now 
In these schools. The New York school 
is under the direction of Edward J. 
Brennan, who temporarily was In 
charge of the office now held by Mr. 
Burns Just before he assumed the Of- 
fice of chief of the bureau of inves- 
tigation. Mr. Brennan, who is forty- 
seven years old. Is described by Mr. 
Burns as "one of the very best men 
in the business. For years he was 
Bertillon and finger-print expert for 
the police department at St. Bouts. 
Then he Joined the Department of 
Justice and became head of the Chi- 
cago office. He Is a man of great ex- 
perience and. has co-operated with the 
British Scotland Yard and ths French 
Surete on many important cases. He 
is calm and well balanced, exceeding- 
ly shrewd and always has. excellent 
Judgment-” 

The Chicago school Is in charge of 
J. P. Rooney, for many years con- 
nected with the Washington head- 
quarters of the bureau of investiga- 
tion. "Mr. Rooney has all the qualifi- 
cations required far a first-class 


the persona I surveillance of Mr. 
Burns. ln explaining lioa- he. per- 
sonally, will pass upon each and every 
one of these new appointees, he says: 

"Neither political nor personal Influ- 
ence count here. The man stands on 
hie own two feet. Either he makes 
good or he goes out. Personality 
counts for a good deal. Detectives 
aren't born; they are made. Give me 
a man with a keen, alert mind, anxious 
to learn the business, and in tilin' 
days i'll band you a good detective. 

"This is the age of specialization. 
We are going to turn out men from 
each of those schools ln New York and 
Chicago, men trained ln a particular 
line of duty. tVhat this may he will 
be determined by their individual 
adaptability. Some men are being es- 
pecially trained as expert shadowera. 
others are learning 'roping.' Each 
phase of the game Is different. We 
are going to banish the Idea of mys- 
tery about detectives. We are going 
to haVe business men who know what 
they want and go after it without in- 
timidating the people they serve. The 
air of mystery that some detectives 
delight to throw about themselves is 
a smoke screen to hide their own 
orudeness. It certainly doesn't help 
them any to get the real facts or to 
apprehend a culprit. We want our 
men to have the -confidence of the peo- 
ple. The service we are building up 
Is for the protection of the people.” 

That the main dependence for detec- 
tive service Is to be placed upon law- 
yers. and that eventually he expects to 
organize a corps of woman detectives— 
special Investigators he calls them — 
was disclosed by »Ir. Burns when he 
was asked: "What type of men be- 
come the best detectives?” Unhesi- 
tatingly he answered. "Lawyers." 

"The lawyers have the trained, in- 
vestigating mind." explained Mr. 
Burns. “They know how to go after 
what they want. With a little direc- 
tion a lawyer makes an Ideal secret 
service man. Certain types of women 
also are Ideal for this work." 

If Congress brings all of the Investi- 
gating agencies of the government 
together, as is proposed under the 


1 am Impressing upon my pupils 
that they must always be within 
their legal rights and must always 
be courteous no matter what tlielr 
duties. Ill the future this must be 
a universal rule throughout the serv- 
ice: we want no roughneck tactics. 
We realize that this is a highly civi- 
lized country. The operatives will be 
graded by ability proved In aetuul 
work, and successful handling of the 
particular cases assigned to each will 
bring Its own rewards. It Is arduous 
work at times, being a special agent 
of the Department of Justice, and it 
Is only fairly well paid. Of course, I 
will do all in my power to see that 
each and every one of my agents gets 
all he deserves. 

“I will always be ready to receive 
any one who. has legi tim ate business 
with my office. If there are any 
Justifiable complaint* against any of 
my agents, I want to hear them, but 
1 am not expecting any. During the 
periods of intensive training I am 
impressing upon the special agents 
that they have direct approach to me 
at any time, that they may feel free 
day or night to ask me for advice 
and guidance."

is being educated, will be made 


economically efficient and of Interna- 
tional scope. "It will be the greatest 
secret service in the world." say* W. 
J. Burns, wbo lias had Intimate asso- 
ciation with all the great detective 
organizations In the world and. there- 
fore. knows whereof he speaks, ‘be- 
cause our entire system will be or 
the very simplest organization and 
trained to give results." 

The fundamental idea of Attorney 
General Daugherty. Mr. Burns points 


noted criminals from abroad. Through 
the Stale Department the federal 
bureau will facilitate all this, which 
at the present time is a great in- 
convenience. trouble and annoyance 
to the several police departments. 

The establishment of the rogues* 
gallery in Washington will mean 
immediately the assemblage here of 
records of more than 2 . 0 U 0.000 erinii- 
nals. Mr. Burns is especially en- 
thusiastic regarding the wonderful 
aeeonml ishuient* of the activities of 
fingerprint experts. Recently a man 
was found dead In Maine, with riot It - 
Ing in his pockets or marks on his 
Clothing to identify him. His finger- 
prints were taken, and sent to A. J. 
Reno, superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice's bureau of identifi- 
cation at Leavenworth. Keno searched 
the tiles and promptly identified tlie 
dead man as an internationally fa- 
mous criminal. His associates are 
now being rounded up. 

Another example given by Mr. Burns 
is where a man was found murdered 
in Minnesota. Again tho fingerprints 
were sent to Mr. Reno, who replied 
that the mull was a very famous 
criminal sought for years on twooex- 
tinents, and then recorded as "dead."

fl^T his own world-wide and 
w successful experience for thiriv 
years tvlth some of the most sem-a- 
tlonnl and important eases of modern 
time* to his credit. Detective Burns 
will personally aid the school-trained 
special agents with advice und coun- 
sel. The first great case that brought 
national recognition to Mr, Burns 
was what is known at the Phlladel- 
Phia-Lancaster counterfeiting expose. 
“ still stands as the greatest 


This 


counterfeiting case ever perpetrated 
against the government. A $100 Mon- 
roe head silver certificate was being 
copied so successfully that the hist 
experts of the government were be- 
ing deceived. Burns deduced that a 
camera had been used and the print- 
ing done from a steel plate. This 
convinced him that the men respon- 
sible must he high up In the mechan- 
ical processes. He went hunting for 
such men. In three weeks' time hu 
had located the plant ln Philadelphia, 
but it took him more thHn a year to 
work up the evidence. This led to 
the arrest and conviction of thirteen 
conspirators. 

Tils really first case of any Impor- 
tance was In rounding up the Costa 
Rica counterfeiters. Revolutionists, 
to get money with wmen to cnange 
their form of government, tried to 
kill two birds with one stone. Tliev 
counterfeited the Costa Rica 100-peso 
notes, thus undermining the mone- 
tary system. Burns seized 2.000.000 
of counterfeit money. He located tho 
plates from which they had been 
printed In the bottom of the Hudseu 
river and discovered as one of tho 
principals Frederica de Mora, grand- 
son of the first president of Costa 
Rica. 

Then he broke up the famous Bill 
Brockway gang of counterfeiters, 
who were doing a mighty neat Job

Still well remembered are tho gi- 
gantic land frauds. In which tlie gov-' 
eminent was being robbed of millions 
of acres of timber and mineral and 
oil lands. President Roosevelt bad 
received notice from the Interior De- 
partment that It was powerless eithec 
to stop the frauds or to convict the 
malefactors. Bums eventually se- 
cured sixty convictions. 
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
